Washington, D. C., Jan. 19.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The stand taken by the admin- 
istration as ainst an amendment to the 
naval aprroriations bill which would 
provide mony for the elevation of the 
guns on thirteen cz pital ships retained 
by the United Sta-es under the treaty 
for the limitation of naval armaments, 
was sustained in the senate today.

As certain as I am standing on 
this platform I know of no way that 
lies within the skill of man to do what 
would be necessary to dispose of sew- 
age by artificial means in any appre- 
Clable time unless we have water flow.”

They deliv- 
ered an official message from the sani- 
tary district trustees who are in Wash- 
ington in defense of the cause.
